Reginald Lewis's death leaves a 
business void: The recent death 
of business-takeover andleverage- 
buyout entrepreneur, Reginald 
Lewis, has left a sizable void in the! 
business world which is unlikely to 
be filled by another black person 
anytime in the near future. With an 
estimated wealth exceeding $400. 
million, Lewis had risen to a levelin 
the white corporate world never 
[achieved by any other African) 
American. Lewis skyrocketed into 
the national headlines in 1987 with 
his billion dollar takeover of the 
giant international food conglom- 
erate Beatrice Companies. Amaz- 
ingly, friends and associates say 
Lewis was in apparently good health 
until two months ago when he was 
diagnosed as having brain cancer. 
During the last months Lewis struc- 
tured atransition plan which placed 
his holdings in TLC Beatrice in the 
hands of his half-brother, Jean 
Fugett, Jr., a lawyer and former 
professional football player. Lewis, 
51, left a wife and two daughters. 
He had homes in New York and 
Paris. — NEW YORK, NY

Khat could prove dangerous to U.S. troops 


SUMMIT—Although drug use 
by the American military is forbid- 
den, many of our servicemen in So- 
malia may be introduced to Khat, a 
narcotic stimulant plant most of the 
natives are addicted to, according to 
Dr. James Cocores, Medical Director 
of the Outpatient Recovery Centers 
of Fair Oaks Hospital in Summit. 

“Because the drug is as legal in 
Somalia as coffee is in the United 
States, our young marines will be 
tempted to try it,” explains Dr.

Heavy users of khat may be- 
come anxious and irritable and often 
lapse into depression, as do cocaine 
addicts when they are coming down 
from a high.

Somalis spend about $5 a day on 
khat when they can scarcely afford 
food. Khat use is nearly universal 
among the poor who say it helps 
them forget the pain of starvation.

Tm not talking about a black "nuclear" family, consisting of a mother, a father 
and their children. I'm talking about the “black family," which has a definition 


The black family consisted of any combination of relatives that could be 
formed from the family tree — mothers, fathers, son, daughters, grandparents, 
aunts, uncles, cousins, in-laws. But the black family also consisted of people in 
the neighborhood. They were not actually on the tree, but they happily took the 
slack for the leaves that may have been missing. 

Ms. Mary and Ms. Helen kept an eye on the kids after school when their 
parents were still at work; Mr. Joe and Mr. Bill were always around to fix the 
plumbing or paint the porch; Ms. Lizzie and Ms. Mabel could always be 
counted on for a good hot meal when times were tough; and let's not forget Ms. 
Bessie and Ms. Ann, who could always be found sitting on the porch with the 


The black family stood by one another. All of the adults had a hand in raising 
all of the children. If a child was caught misbehaving by any of the adults in the 
neighborhood, that adult could discipline the child on the spot. 

Besides being kept on the straight and narrow, the children were also much 
safer. Rarely was any child out alone because all of the children played 
together. Parents didn't have to worry so much about who their children were 
with because they almost always knew. 

The "black family" seems to have vanished. The family tree has been cut 
down to a bush — and the remaining branches are being clipped each day. 
Some of the branches have re-rooted in other neighborhoods, where Ms. Lizzie 
and Mr. Bill have been replaced by Ms. Angelo and Mr. Bernstein. Other 
branches are wilting from the negative climate now present in the "hood." 
Neighbors who used to look out for one another are afraid to even look out of 
their windows. The children are not safe and secure in their own homes, let 


We must find a way to save the black family tree, for our children if nothing 
else. Though many of our branches have been clipped and many of our leaves 
have blown away, our roots are still strong. If we provide our young with the 
proper care and nourishment, they will begin to bud. Then maybe one day our

He was all of these things and more: a “self- 
taught" scholar, philosopher and computer mas- 
ter who spoke Russian, Polish, Korean, French 
and Spanish long before he earned a college 
degree over the last decade, 

Larry, as he was known to long time friends, 
had two passiot ie election of A frican-Ameri- 
cans to high political office and Communism. He 
was a firm and loyal follower of the Marxist- 
Leninist theory of social doctrine and attributed 
his success to his belief in the Party and its 
teachings. 

He would probably have been proudest of the 
eulogy delivered by his son, Clarence II] and 
witnessed by a throng of people representing a 
cross-section of Newark where he had loved for 
many years. 

Before he adopted politics as his profession, 


Coggins found an outlet for his energy and advo- 
cacy for inthe labor 

He was a bom organizer of people and causes and 
working asa shop steward at the Maidenform js 


organized overwhelming support for Ken Gibson 
when he sought the Democratic primary for gov- 


ernor. 
When his long time friend, Earl Harris died,

posing that $150 million be spent for 
a 9 mile airport rail link in New

Jersey. James charged that this pro- 
posal “undermines completely” his 
city’s own plans to link Elizabeth, 
the airport and downtown Newark. 

While the PA plans to use the 
Passenger Facility Charge (PFC) or 
airport head tax of $3 per passenger 
to fund the New York link, it has 
denied New Jersey the use of similar 
funds to pay for the Newark-Eliza- 
beth project. 

To address the iniquities in the 
New York and Newark-Elizabeth rail 
link proposals, James said he will call 
for a “Transit Economic Summit" be- 
tween the leadership of the two towns 
and Essex and Union Counties, and 
will ask Governor Jim Florio to con- 
vene a meeting between these leaders 
andthe PA to “discussamore balanced 


state investment program...that does 
not redline the people of our urban 
centers; does not ignore the existing 
infrastructure and which does not iso- 
late our existing urban centers from 
New Jersey’s future.” 

“Our best and only hope for sur- 
vival as urban areas, has been the 
advantages mass transit provided us 
over suburban and rural areas,” 
claimed the Mayor. “But if the State 
and Port Authority are allowed to 
bring mass transit to outlying cóm- 
munities, like Secaucus, there will be 
no reason or advantage to investing, 
working or living in our urban areas. 
Thus, all that will be left behind will 
be those who cannot afford to leave, 
and no one else will be able to afford 
to come."
